Victor, Col., June 8.—Two hemp 
ropes knotted with a noose for hanging 
were lying on a table In the room 
where the Cripple Creek district Mine 
Owner»' association held a heated dis 
cussion 
behind 
closed 
doors. 
The 
members were greatly incensed by the 
discovery of what they regarded as evi­ 
dence of the existence of a plot in 
the Victor miners' union for wholesale 
assassination of .nine owners and min­ 
ers. 
This evidence was a bundle of 
forty marked photographs found by 
Lieuteuant Keegan in the union hall. 
On the hack of some oi the photos was 
the name of James Cochran, secretary j 
of the union. 
The photos were of 
groups of men employed in various 
mines. 
The most important one was 
a group of the night shift of the Vin­ 
dicator. 
The photo contains about 
twenty portraits, five of which were 
itumbered from 1 to 5. 
On the back 
were written the names of the persons 
numbered. Of the five names those of 
Charles McCormick and Mel Beck had 
beeh crossed out. 
These two men 
were killed in the Vindicator explo­ 
sion last November. 
On other photos 
similarly arranged it is asserted there 
are crossed out the names of some of 
the men who have disappeared and 
whose whereabouts or departure ate 
unknown.
